Claim 1. A face shield for ^preventing transmission 
s and the like during kissing^ consisting of a thin, 
flexible, impervious membrane mounted upon a supporting 
device, said device consisting o£ a frfa&ne portion sized to 
mate with said membrane and a /sti^f ✓ elongated handle, said 
handle extending laterally frrom ^rame^ortion and being 

sized to be grasped in the/hand of the user at a point 
spaced apart from said f/ame portion. 


Claim 2. A face shield according to Claim 1 
wherein said thin, flexi,ble/^ impervious membrane consists of 
two sheets of thin, /le^fble, impervious material fastened 
together on three did&d /and open on a fourth side and the 
elongated handle / ifncluaes frame portion sized to pass 
through said ^urth>wd^ of said thin, flexible, impervious 
membrane ana to approximately mate with the interior seams 
of said >^hree sides where said two sheets are fastened 
together . 

Claim 3. A face shield a/ccording to Claim 2 
wherein said thin, flexible, impe/vious membrane comprises a 
flexible bag.

A face shield according tfo Claim 1 
wherein said thin, flexible, impervious membrane is sized to 
cover the lips, chin, and a portion of the pheeks of the 
user. 

Claim 7. A face shield according to Claim 1 
including a message or design printed on/ at least one 
surface of said thin, flexible, impervidus membrane. 


Claim 8. A face shield accoming to Claim 1 
wherein said thin, flexible, impervioup membrane comprises a 
flat structure.

Claim 15. A face shield according to/ Claim 14 
wherein said supporting frame is sufficiently Malleable to 
permit it to be formed to the general contour/ of the face 
of the user, yet sufficiently rigid to suppoft said pliable 
membrane . 

A face shield according to Claim 14 
wherein said pliable membrane consists of a thin, flexible, 
impervious bag sized to easily fit over/ said supporting 
frame.
